kut that the crivies simply sold thelr birthrlght
of bitterness for an Invitation to digper or the
kindly smile of a literary Peer. But you cau-
not, I suppose, deal very rigidly with the works
of « man who I8 uniformly kied to you: who
brivgs you into a sort of society which others
wlse you would probalily never have a chance
of seeing : who, being hnmsclf a lord, treats you,
poor critie, as a friend and brother: and whose
works, moreaver, are certain to have a great
publle success, no matler whit you say or leave
unsaid, The temptation to look for and dis-
cover merit in such books I8 strone indee:d
perhaps too strong for frail eritical pa-
ture, Thus arises the great sin of Engzlish
eriticism. It is certainly not  venal ;
It is bardly ever malign. Mere ill-nature, or lin-
patience, or the human delight of showing one's
strepgth, may often induce a London eritie to
deal too sharply with some pew and nameless
author; but altaough we who write books are
cach and all of as Jdelightad to persuade our-
selves that any disparaging criticlsin must be
the result of gome personal hatred, 1 cannot re-
memter ever having boad eserious reszon to be-
lieve that & London eritie had attacked a book
vecanse of hls personal ill-will to the author.
The sin 18 quite of ancthier kind—a tendency to
praise the books of certain authors merely
because the eritic knows the men so Intimately,
and likes them so well that bie is at once naturally
prejudiced in thelr favor, and disinclined to say
anytbipg which ¢ould hurt or injure them.
Thus of late criticilsm bas had hardly any-
thing to say of Lord Lytion, except in the way
of praise.

Fven the gloritled murderer or robber, the
Eugene Aram or Paul Clittord sort of person,
had been done and done much better by Sehiller,
by Godwin, and by others, betore Bulwer-Lytton
tried him nt sccond band. As pictures of Eng-
lish society, those of them which profess to deal
with modern Engligu life have no value what-
ever. The historical novels, the elassical novels,
are glaringly false in their color and tone.
Some of the personages in “The Last Days i
Pompeli” are 4 good deal more like modern
English Jandies than mo=t of the people who
are civen out as such in “Pelham” The
attempts at political =atire in  *Paul Clif-
ford,” at broad bumor in “Eugene Aram’
(the Corporal and his cat for example), are
fecblg and miserable. There is hardly one touch
ol refined and genuine pathos —of pathos drawn
from other than the old stock conventional
sources—in the whole of the romances, plays,
and poems. The one great facility which the
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author possessed was the capacity to burnish up |
| anchored

and display the absolutely commonplace, the
merely conventiooal, the uiterly unreal, so that
it looked new, original, and real in the eyes of
the ordinary publie, and sometimes even sue-
ceeded, for the bour, in deceiving the expert.
Bulwer-Lytton's remance is only the romance of
the London Family Hevald, or the New York
Ledger, plus bhigh intellectual calture and an
intimate acquaintance with the best spheres of
letters, art, and fashion. I own that I have con-
siderable admiration for the man who, with so
small an original ontil, accomplished so much.
S0 sueecessful  a  romancist:  occasionally
almost a =ort of poet: a perfeclt master
of the art of writing plays to catch aun-
diences; so skillul an Imitator of oratory
that, despite almost unpparalleled physical de-
fects, he once nearly persuaded the world that
his was genuine clogquence—who shall say that
the capacity which can do ail this is not some-
thing to be admired ? It is a clever thing to be
able to make ornaments of paste which shall
pass with the world for diamonds; mock-turgle
soup which shall taste like real; wax ficnres
which look at tirst as if they were alive, Of the
literary art which is akin to thls, our common
Hterature bas probably never had so great a
master as Lord Lytton. Such a man is especi-
wlly the one to stand up as the approprinte
reprefentative of literature in Snch an assembly
a= the English House of Lords.
sorry to see¢ a Browning, a Thackeray, a Carlyle,
a Tenpyson, a Dickens there; but | think Lord
Lytton is in Lhis vight place—a splendid sham
author in a splendid sham legislative assembly.
